1 . I am currently a Patent Paralegal for the Hewlett-Packard Corporate Legal Department. I 
have held this position since November 8, 1 999. 

2. My responsibilities include maintaining a corporate mail log of formal papers received 
from the Patent and Trademark Office addressed to the Hewlett-Packard Company, 
Intellectual Property Administration office. 

3. The procedure for handling formal papers received from the Patent and Trademark Office 
is as follows: 



a. Mail received from the Patent and Trademark Office is opened and each 
individual document is scanned into a Portable Document Format (PDF) file. 

b. A stamp is added to each PDF file showing the date received. 

c. The documents are entered into the Hewlett-Packard Legal Department's mail log to 
identify each of the documents with the following criteria: 

i. Internal docket number 

ii. Application serial number 

iti. The date of receipt by Hewlett-Packard Company, Intellectual Property 
Administration 

iv. Mailing date from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 

v. Type of document 

vi. Action Due

d. A mall log report is generated; the documents are double-checked against the mail 
log report and then uploaded into the Hewlett-Packard Legal Department's image 
database. The original paper is filed and stored for a period of two months. 

4. Appendix A shows the Hewlett-Packard Legal Department mail log listing the documents 
with a mailing date of May 21, 2007. If a Non-Final Rejection was received from the 
?a\eni and Trademark Office for patent application number 10/091,237, this document 
would have been logged in the mail log as an Office/Examiner's Action with an action 
due of OA 3 MO reflecting a mailing date of May 21, 2007. This document is not listed 
in Appendix A.
